2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claim 1 and 1 1 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Shevchuk et al. Shevchuk et al. teach the compounds 
claimed in Scheme 1 on p. 2447. Shevchuk et al. also teaches the compound in a pharmaceutical carrier in the footnote on p. 2448 
where the corresponding sapphyrins of 6-9 of scheme 1 are washed with NaHC03 and water. These solutions are commonly used in 
pharmaceutical formulations ahnd thus are considered pharmaceutical carriers. 

Claims 2-10 and 12-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 

compounds or composition claimed. 

Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
